BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the following described territory be, and the same is hereby, 
annexed to and made a part of the corporation of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana,

Beginning at the Northeast Corner of the Southwest % 
of the Northwest % of Section 13, Township 31 North, 
Range 12 East; thence Westerly along the South line 
of the North % of the North % of said Sections 13 and 
14 to the West right-of-way line of the Penn Central 
Railroad Company's right-of-way; thence South along 
said West right-of-way to the North right-of-way line 
of Interstate 69; thence in a Northeasterly direction 
along the North right-of-way line of Interstate 69 to 
the centerline of Ludwig Road, assumed common with the 
East-West centerline of said Sectoin 14; thence East 
along the centerline of said Sections 14 and 13 to 
the Southeast corner of the Southwest % of the 
Northwest % of said Section 13; thence North along 
the East line of the Southwest % of the Northwest h 
of said Section 13 to the point of beginning. 

The above described area containing approximately 
200 acres. 


SECTION 2. The following services will be provided by the City of Fort 
Wayne to the above described annexed territory immediately upon the effective 
date of annexation: police protection, fire protection, emergency medical 
services, street and road maintenance, solid waste collection, and traffic 
engineering. 

SECTION 3. Additional services of an intagible nature which will be provided 
by the City of Fort Wayne to the above described annexed territory immediately 
upon the effective date of annexation include: services of the Office of the 
Mayor; Department of Finance; Redevelopment Commission; the Common Council; 
Community Development and Planning; Metropolitan Human Relations Commission 
and all other administrative branches of the City of Fort Wayne. 

SECTION 4. That, upon petition to the Board of Public Works, City sewer, 
water and drainage shall be provided in accordance with relevant state law 
and existing City and City Utilities policies. Street lighting, street 
reconstruction, and park services, will be provided in conformance to existing 
policies, relevant state laws and upon petition when applicable. 

SECTION 5. All governmental and proprietary services of the City of Fort Wayne 
that are to be provided the above described territory immediately uoon annex¬ 
ation, as stated in this ordinance, will be furnished to the said described 
territory in a manner that is substantially equivalent in standard and scope 
to the governmental and proprietary services furnished by the City to 
other areas of the City which have characteristics of topography, patterns of 
land utilization and population density similar to said described territory. 
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SECTION 6. Governmental and proprietary services of the City of Fort Wayne that 
are not to be provided immediately, or in a manner otherwise described herein, 
will be provided to the above described area within a period of three (3) years 
of annexation in a manner that is substantially equivalent in standard and 
scope to the governmental and proprietary services furnished by the 
City to other areas of the City which have characteristics of topography, 
patterns of land utilization and population density similar to said described 
territory. 

SECTION 7. The procedures for providing governmental and proprietary services 
to the above described area are outlined in the fiscal plan for the area developed 
by the Department of Community Development and Planning, which plan is examined, 
approved and adopted by the Common Council prior to the passage of this 
ordinance. 

SECTION 8. Said annexed territory shall be part of Councilmanic District No. 3 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, as described in Section 2-9 of Article II 
of the Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1974. 

SECTION 9. After its passage, approval by the Mayor, final publication and 
the required sixty (60) day remonstrance period, this ordinance shall be in, 
full force and effect on - March 15,-T 9 79 . (Jjl ■/</J

INTRODUCTION 


The Oakbrook Park’s annexation area is north of Fort Wayne in 
Washington Township and is bounded on its northern, eastern, and 
southern edges by the City. Directly west of the Oakbrook Park 
area is a residential development called Ludwig Park, for which 
an annexation ordinance has been introduced into City Council. 

The basis for annexing this area is that it can be used by the 
City for development in the reasonably near future. Such areas 
must be at least twenty five percent (25%) contiguous to the 
City (IC-28-5-10-25), which Oakbrook Park is. (See Map I) 

The future development criteria of State law allows a city 
to annex an area if the area is needed and can be used by the 
City for its future development in the reasonably near future. 
Population projections have indicated the need for Fort Wayne 
to grow to accommodate its expanding urban area. The City Plan 
Commission has adopted an adjacent growth strategy In regard 
to future development. Growth adjacent to the corporate limits 
provides greater ease in concisely planning the services, such 
as utilities, needed for development. Crucially, forty-five 
percent (45%) of the area is underdeveloped and being 75% con¬ 
tiguous with the City, it is ideal for adjacent growth. An¬ 
nexation is therefore appropriate, and helps to acheive ef¬ 
ficient provision of municipal services to an area that will 
be urbanized. The following study reveals the area’s bas¬ 
ic data, the municipal services to be provided, develops a 
fiscal plan, and makes a recommendation.

BASIC DATA 


A. Location 

' Generally located North of Fort Wayne in Washington Town¬ 
ship as follows: 

South of Cook Road, East of New York Central Railroad, 
North of 1-69, and West of Springfield Addition. 

B. Size 

The area encompasses approximately 200 acres, or .31 
square miles. .* 

C. Population . 

According to the 1970 Census of Housing 1 2 there are 3.52 
persons per housing unit for this area. With 37 dwelling 
units in the area, an estimated 130 people live in the 
Oakbrook Park annexation area. 

D. Zoning

Presently, 80% of the 193.85 acres of land located 
within the area is classified RSI, Single Family Res¬ 
idence, under the zoning laws of Allen County. Of the 
remaining area, 6% is zoned C3, General Commercial, 
and 14% CIA, Professional Services. Upon annexation, 
the land shall be in the territorial jurisdiction of 
the City Plan Commission, and shall automatically be¬ 
come classified .with the corresponding city zoning.

( 6%) C3 will change to - B3B, General Business 

(14%) CIA. will change to - B1A, Limited Business

Planning 


At this time, 45% of the Oakbrook Park annexation area 
is agricultural or vacant. The Fort Wayne area is growing 
with Washington Township population expected to increase 
12,500 people by 1990. The Allen County Comprehensive 
Plan 1 2 suggests that the Oakbrook Park area should be 
residential in 1990. Thus, development, and residential 
development in particular, is expected and will be en¬ 
couraged in this area. Development in Oakbrook Park 
is consistent with the County and the City Plan Commiss¬ 
ions' adjacent growth policies. Growth in this fashion 
promotes the efficient delivery and use of urban ser~ 2 
vices and minimizes the problems of scattered growth. 
Annexation provides .the legal means for providing urban 
services to this area in a coordinated and consis¬ 

tent manner. 

Access to the area is already excellent with Coldwater 
Road being the principal arterial street, and Ludwig 
Road providing internal access. Ludwig Road is present¬ 
ly classified as a collector street and will be the 
same in 1990, according to the Allen County Comprehen- 
sive Plan, and the 19 90 Transportation Plan .- 3 Collector 
streets provide access from arterial streets to neigh¬ 
borhood areas. Thus, Ludwig Road’s status will not 
change with future development.

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Municipal Services 


State law requires that within three(3) years of annexation, 
the City provides the annexed area with "governmental and prop¬ 
rietary services substantially equivalent in standard and scope" 
to the services provided similar areas in the City. (I.C. 18- 
5-10-25 (c)). This report contains a fiscal plan for doing so. 

In 1970, the Fort Wayne City Council adopted Resolution No. 
R-S3-70 (Bill No. R-70-07-24) that set forth a policy for pro¬ 
viding services to newly annexed areas. This plan follows the 
directives of Resolution R—83-70, while conforming to existing 
laws, rules, and regulations. 

Municipal services are analyzed in terms of the needs of 
the Oakbrook Park annexation area, and the costs of providing 
service to the area stipulated. As required by Indiana law, 
services will be provided in a manner that treats the Oakbrook 
Park area the same way as similar areas in the City are treated. 
Services will be at City standard, and, where necessary for items 
such as new street lighting, the standard service provision pro¬ 
cess will be used just as it is used elsewhere in the City of 
Fort Wayne. 

The City of Fort Wayne will provide police and fire protect¬ 
ion, emergency medical service, traffic engineering, solid waste-col¬ 
lection, and street and road maintenance immediately upon annex¬ 
ation. Street lighting and street construction will be provided 
in accordance with the standard processes of the City, which can 
include resident petitioning and financial participation as well 
as the routine capital improvement procedures of the City. The 
water, sewer, and drainage services of the Fort Wayne City Uti¬ 
lities will be made available to the area in conformance with re¬ 
levant State law and Utility policies. The Park facilities of the 
City will be available to residents with park development in the 
area congingent upon the park planning standards and methods us¬ 
ed throughout the community. The specifics of implementing these 
services in the Oakbrook Park annexation area are discussed in 
this report. 

All of the administrative services of the City of Fort Wayne 
will include the Oakbrook Park area in their area of service im¬ 
mediately upon annexation. This includes the Mayor r s office, the 
City Plan Commission, the Metropolitan Commission on Human Rela¬ 
tions, and others. Since these services are not geographically 
specific, they are not: analyzed in detail for this annexation. 

For this Plan, service needs are based upon current develop¬ 
ment, although several service reports (streets, street lighting, 
utilities) explain how future development would be served. When 
levels of service are based upon population (police and fire pro¬ 
tection, emergency medical service, solid waste collection, and 
parks) existing population is used in service computations. As 
population increases, additional service will be provided ..as need¬ 
ed. ? 
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Even though development is expected in the area, for the pur¬ 
pose of providing, within three years, services substantially e- 
quivalent to those in similar area, and for the purpose of dev¬ 
eloping a reasonable five year fiscal summary,-current development 
is used when potential revenue and costs are calculated. The use 
of growth projections would be merely speculative and estimates 
of quantity and timing would be gross, at best. Such changes 
are too unpredictable for a plan that has to be efficacious for 
a three year period. 

Service costs will go up with development, but so will rev¬ 
enue. Neither can be estimated closely enough for the immediate 
planning task at hand of evaluating the'immediate and short term 
requirements and impacts of annexation. 

Police 

The Oakbrook Park annexation area will receive police protect¬ 
ion immediately upon annexation. This service generally includes 
the prevention and detection of criminal activity, the apprehen¬ 
sion of criminal offenders, assistance for those who cannot care 
for themselves or are in danger of physical harm, the resolution 
of day to day conflicts among family, friends, and neighbors, and 
the creation and maintenance of a feeling of security in the com¬ 
munity. The Police Department participates in court proceedings 
and the protection of constitutional guarantees. Is is also res¬ 
ponsible for the control of traffic and the promotion and preserv¬ 
ation of civil order. 

The Police Department will keep tract of the amount of person¬ 
nel and equipment needed to serve the annexation area. The Chief 
of Police will study the manpower allocation in the Department and 
will assign personnel where needed. Manpower will be allocated 
in such a way that high priority response time will be approximately 
three (3) minutes, which is standard for the City. 

Using a per capita method for assessing the impact of pop¬ 
ulation. additions upon the need for police and equipment, the 
following requirements result.^

Funding for these items will come from local taxes, although 
any funds allocated to the general fund can be used.

Fire- 


The Fort Wayne Fire Department will provide service to 
the Oakbrook Park annexation area immediately upon annexation. 
Fire Department services include the suppression of fire, fire 
prevention education, and fire inspections of churches and 
all commercial establishments. 

The Fire Department will respond to this area with fire 
fighting equipment, materials, and personnel, jast as it does 
in similar locations in the City. 

Service is already being provided immediately north and 
east of Oakbrook Park, so response time will be within accep¬ 
table limits. Primary response will be from Fire, station #13. 
at the corner of Parnell and Coliseum Blvd., with assistance 
available from Station #6 in Industrial Park. Coldwater Road 
provides easy access from Coliseum Blvd. to Ludwig Road. 

Having service from the Fort Wayne Fire Department could 
result in an annual fire insurance savings of roughly $26, 
since Fort Wayne has a lower fire insurance rating than Wash¬ 
ington Township. 

This particular annexation will not require a new fire 
station, nor additional personnel or equipment. The only 
cost will be $228.00 a year for a operating expenses. 1 2 These 
expenses will be funded through the General Fund. A special 
fire contract with GTE Date Services Corp. will be discontin¬ 
ued, but service will be continued at standard levels and will 
be paid for from regular property taxation. 

Emergency Medical Service (EMS) 

Upon annexation, EMS will provide full service to the 
area. This includes help for victims of heart attacks, auto¬ 
mobile and other accidents, and to others needing immediate 
attention. On certain runs, the Fire Department will pro¬ 
vide extra assistance. Response time for this area will be 
within the range considered acceptable for such service and 
ought to be nearly the same as that for the adjacent areas to 
the north and east that are already in the City. 

Using a per capita fiscal impact analysis method, the only 
cost of this annexation will be $360 in operating expenses, ? 
which covers all materials and personnel needed for the area. - 
Current staff and equipment is sufficient for this area, but 
the additional runs will result in some expenditures. The 
General Fund will pay for this.

' solid Waste Collection 


Under the terms of the present contract between the City 
of Fort Wayne and National Serv —All, the cost of solid waste 
collection is $34.89 per household per year. With 37 house¬ 
holds within the area, the total costs will be $1,290.93 per 
year. If additional personnel are needed._ they will be hired 
by the contractor. 

Traffic Control 


Six months after annexation, the traffic control services 
provided the Oakbrook Park area should be comparable to those 
provided the rest of the City. This involves the installation 
and maintenance of traffic' control devices such as stop lights^ traffic 
control signs.;;street paint, and-carrying out.traffic sur¬ 
veys and investigations. ; vv* tr... - ~ - 


The Traffic Engineering Department will not require ad¬ 
ditional personnel to perform these services, but additional 
equipment will be needed. The materials needed are:

Several funding sources can be used for these improvements 
including: property taxes, Motor Vehicle Highway (MVH), or Rev¬ 
enue Sharing. 

Street Lighting 

A street lighting master plan for the Qakbrook Park area has 
been prepared by Street Lighting Engineering. This report is 
based on survey work in the area, and includes recommendations 
as to kind and extent of lighting for the various streets and 
the~costs. 

Usually, street lighting is obtained by petition . and often, 
financial participation of affected property owners. The City 
does have a policy of providing at least one light at every in¬ 
tersection in the City. Lighting is , often installed as part 
of arterial street improvements. 

Complete lighting of the entire Oakbrook Park annexation area 
as currently developed, would entail 74 lights at an installation 
cost of $56,840 to $59,690, depending upon the kind of light used 
on residential streets. 
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This includes intersection lights and any street lights 
currently leased from Indiana and Michigan. Four intersection 
lights will be required at a cost of $550 each, or $2200 to 
install, and $88 a year to maintain. All costs are borne by 
the City of Fort Wayne using one of several funds. There is 
one residential street lighting design group that requires 
property owners to pay part of the cost. 

Coldwater Road is a major traffic artery, and when light¬ 
ing is a priority, project funding will probably come from 
LR & S at a cost of $21,090.00 Ludwig Road, Racquet Drive, 
and Oakbrook Parkway are collector streets, and unless there 
is a currently unforseen major improvement project, property 
owner petitioning will be required, although the City will 
pay 100% of the costs out of regular street lighting funds. 
Summer Drive and Ludwig Circle are residential streets, and 
property owner petitioning would be required. Funding for 
standard lighting comes from street lighting funds, and is 
allocated on a need basis. Should the residents desire orn¬ 
amental lighting, they would pay the difference between 
standard and ornamental lighting. 

Lighting other than at intersections will require resi¬ 
dent petitions or arterial street improvement programs. Pet¬ 
itions will be treated equally with those from other areas: 
priority will be assigned on the basis of need and filing 
date and implemented as local street lighting funds allow. 

When the underdeveloped land within the annexation area 
is developed, the developer will be requested to install a 
lighting system that meets City requirements.

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Operating costs will be borne by the City of Fort Wayne 
from whatever fund is used for street lighting. In the past, 
this has included both City Utility and Civil City monies. 

In 1979, this will be paid for entirely by City Utility funds. 


Streets and Roads 

The annexation of the Oakbrook Park area would add the 
following mileage and types of streets to the City of Fort 
Wayne:

The cost of meeting City specifications for the streets 
that are in poor to fair condition would be $646,000 for con¬ 
struction, and $64,680 for engineering. This cost includes 
new curbs, sidewalks, and storm sewers. All improvements are 
for collectors and residential streets, as Coldwater Road 
(the artery in the area) does not need reconstruction or ma¬ 
jor repair. 

Arterials, and often collectors^, are improved with funding 
from accounts such as Federal Aid Urban or Local Roads and 
Streets. Residential streets are improved upon the petition¬ 
ing of residents with funding being split 75% property owner 
and 25% City. The City share can come from Motor Vehicle 
Highway funds or other revenue. Upon petitioning Street En¬ 
gineering will prepare preliminary plans and cost estimates. 

The project will go onto a list of residential street improve- • 
ment projects and will be constructed as funds become available. 
Unimproved streets will be chip and sealed as part of the 
City's street maintenance effort. 

Developers will be required to provide new streets along 
with the development. Any streets added this way will, how¬ 
ever, be maintained by the City. There is no way to tell at 
this time , how many miles of streets could, be included,, therefore 
estimates for maintenance expanses include existing streets 
only. 

General street maintenance includes snow and ice removal, 
mowing along the roadside, leaf pick-up, and surface main— 
tainence. The average cost is $2,500 per mile of street. The 
Oakbrook Park annexation area contains 1.93 miles of streets 
and roads, which would cost $4,825 a year to maintain. 

The Street Engineering Department will provide engineering 
services and construction supervision for all street, alley, 
and sidewalk projects undertaken in the area by the City. In¬ 
spection services will also be provided, when required by the 
City policy, to private construction. No additional person¬ 
nel will be required by this annexation.

There are no plans for phusical park improvements in the 
Oakbrcok Park annexation area, as there is no current need 
for a new park in the area or for improvements to an exist¬ 
ing park. Public park facilities in the general area include 
Northrup High School's open space and other-,recreation facili¬ 
ties. Private recreation facilities are the Gunnar Elliot ice 
arena and the Racquet Club. 

Street trees will not be planted until curbs and sidewalks 
are installed, and then, only if specific funds such as Rev¬ 
enue Sharing are available or the project itself includes trees. 

Utilities 

Water and sewer service are provided by the Fort Wayne 
City Utilities. These services are paid for with user char¬ 
ges and tap fees and not through Civil City property tax rev¬ 
enues. There are instances where certain system improvements, 
to the Sewage Treatment Plant for example, can be funded with 
special grants, such as those from EPA; but, the cost of ex¬ 
tending service to residents of Oakbrook Park will be borne 
by those residents through direct charges. Thus, property 
owner involvement is required in the provision of services. 

City Utilities does, however, have the capacity and the 
facilities for extending water and sewer to the area. 

A. Water 

A substantial portion of the Oakbrook Park annexation 
area is already served with City water. Presently, there are 10 
residential customers, plus the GTE Data Services Center on 
Oakbrook Parkway. The two additional commercial establishments, 
as well as the unserved residences, can be served directly from 
existing water mains, or by the extension of main's already in 
the area. (See Map III) 

To be able to serve future development in the Oakbrook 
Park area, and adjacent areas, the Water Utility has constucted 
the Paramount-Washington Center Road Feeder main at a cost of 
$263,615. 

Other capital improvements ‘are part of the Utility 
Master plan, but will only be constructed as the need develops. 

Feeder mains are funded out of the cash reserves of the 
utility or out of the sale of revenue bonds. The exact source 
is determined once construction cost estimates are maae. 

Distribution mains to be constructed in this area to 
ineet the needs of the platted streets, as.well as those needed 
in the future, will be considered for construction once the 
affected property owners petition for their installation, and 
once the mechanics of funding are established. This is the 
standard procedure throughout the water service area. 




Generally, distribution mains are paid for on a cash basis 
by'the property owners who will directly benefit. A recorded con- 
tract requires others to pay their share of the initial construct¬ 
ion costs when they desire service within fifteen (15) years . 

When these shares are collected by the Utility, they are paid back 
to the parties initially funding the main. 

A bonding procedure may be used to assist property own¬ 
ers paying the cost of constructing mains adjacent to their pro¬ 
perty. The property owners benefiting from the project can spread 
the cost over ten (10) years. This is similar to the Barrett 
law procedure used for street, sidewalk and alley pavements, and 
sewer construction. 

If, due to a Master Plan or other desire of the Utility, 
a main is installed larger than required by the property owners 
immediately involved, the cost of the extra sizing (oversizing) 
is paid for by the Utility. 

Customers outside the City limits are charged a 35% 
surcharge on their water bills. This charge would be dropped 
upon annexation. In the Oakbrook Park area, this will reduce 
the Utilities annual revenue by approximately $590.00. 

B. Fire Hydrants 


The Civil City of Fort Wayne pays the Water Utility 
$115.64 annually for each fire hydrant located within the City, 
Upon annexation, the Civil City will pay the Utility $925.12 
a year for the eight (8) hydrants located within the annexation- 
area. 


C. Sewers 

The Oakbrook Park Annexation area has been outlined 
by Map IV. The only sewer service the City extends to the an¬ 
nexation area is to the Oakbrook Office Park location in the 
southern portion of the area. The City does provide service 
to the-area surrounding Oakbrook Park as indicated in Map IV, 

The City maintains a sanitary sewer system in the Springwood 
Addition to the north and east of the annexation area and in 
the Cambridge Square Addition to the south of the annexation - 
area. The City provides service to Northrup High School to the 
north of the area.An interceptor sewer line is located along 
the west boundary of the annexation area. 

The annexation area is positioned between the Spy Run 
Interceptor shed area and the St. Joseph^interceptor shed area. 
The annexation area was addressed in the "Master Plan for Sewers 
- Part 2”, but, due to a lack of a pattern for future land 
development for this particular area, no meaningful master plan¬ 
ing for sewers was presented. The available reserve capacity 
of the Spy Run and StJJoseph Interceptor systems will allow the 
annexation area to be tied into either system. 

As elsewhere in the Sewer Service area, residents will 
be required to petition for a sewage collection system. This 
petition must be submitted to the Fort Wayne Board of Public 
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Works which will instruct its Water Pollution Control (WPC) engin¬ 
eering Department to investigate a sewer system for the area. 
Based upon a favorable report from the Water Pollution Control 
Engineering Department, the Board will then instruct the 
WPC to prepare the sewer' design, hold public hearings, prepare 
assessment rolls and prepare the necessary bid documents and 
contracts. 

This process normally takes approximately one year, 
with another six to nine months required for the construction 
of the petitioned sewage collection system itself, and the 
acceptance of the system into the City’s sewage system for 
maintenance and operation. 

The financing of any petition which includes both the-, 
engineering services cost and the construction cost is provided 
totally by the legal landowners involved. After annexation, 
the homeowners will have the option of using the Barrett law 
to pay for the sewers. This allows for payment over a ten-year 
period at 6% annual interest. 

Presently, the City has in effect a user’s charge sys¬ 
tem for both a homeowner who lives in the City and for a home- 
owner who lives outside the City. Under this system, the av¬ 
erage seraga charge for a homeowner living in the City is approx¬ 
imately $2.58 per month. Those homeowners who live outside the 
City and are being served by a City sewer system can expect to 
pay an average sewage charge of $5.16 per month. 

The City of Fort Wayne is presently developing, in ac¬ 
cordance with the guidelines of the U.S. Environmental Protect¬ 
ion Agency, a new user’s charge system will still have in effect 
a rate for both in and out-of-the-City homeowners.

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D. Storm Sewers 


Tha City of Fort Wayne does not provide storm sewers 
to areas outside of the Corporate Limits. Once Oak- 
brook Park is annexed, the residents of the area can 
petition for storm sewers or other storm drainage re¬ 
lief. Water Pollution Control (WPC) Engineering will 
then study the area and recommend a course of action 
to relieve the problems or upgrade the existing sys¬ 
tem. 

Storm sewers are the responsibility of the property 
owners, as are other storm drainage improvements. 
Should storm sewers be installed as part of a street 
improvement project, the financing pattern will fol¬ 
low that of the street project. 

Tha costs shown in the Streets and Roads section of 
this report include storm sewers. At this time, res¬ 
idential street improvements are paid for by a 75% 
charge to property owners and 25% to the City. Ar¬ 
terial and collector improvements are financed in a 
variety of ways, which are discussed in the Streets 
and Roads report. 
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FINANCIAL SUMMARY 


A. Reveaua 


The assessed valuation for the Oakbrook Park area was 
determined by obtaining the assessed valuation of each piece 
of property from Real Property Master File Status and the 
Washington Township Assessor's office. The land and real 
estate value for the total annexation area is $590, 940. 

Since each residential property owner is eligible for a $1,000 
mortgage exemption, and there 37 dwelling units, $37,000 is 
deducted from the $590,940 assessed valuation. Thus $553,940 
is the amount which determines the revenues derived from the - 
City taxes. The official City tax rate for 1978 is $3.78 per 
$100 of the assessed valuation. Therefore, the City would 
receive $20,506 from the assessed values of the Oakbrook 
Park area. 

Several other sources of revenue for the City are based 
upon population. These are Motor Vehicle Highway (MVH), Al¬ 
coholic Gallonage, Cigarette Tax, and Cumulative Capital. The 
per capita amount in each fund fluctuates slightly, but the 
State is consistent in using the City's decennial census 
population. Thus, Oakbrook Park would have to be annexed by 
December 31, 1979, for Fort Wayne to receive these funds 

throughout the 1980's. The table below gives an estimate of 
the monies to be received.

The money received from the Alcoholic Gallonage. and the Cig¬ 
arette Tax is placed in the General Fund. The MVH revenue is 
placed in its own separate MVH fund. The Cumulative Capital rev 
enue is placed in its own fund o^ upon approval of the City Coun 
cil, it may be placed in the General Fund. 

The amount of money the City receives from Federal Revenue 
Sharing, the Community Development Block Grant, and the Local 
Road and Street Fund is related to the City's population. Pop¬ 
ulation is only one element of complex distribution formulas, 
so the direct contribution of Oakbrook Park cannot be calculated 
Still, these funds should increase with population increases. 
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B. Expenditures 


Expenditures reported in the Municipal Services section are 
summarized here. Capital costs are separated from operating costs. 
For street construction, the City's share of residential street 
improvements is separated out from total costs. These are max¬ 
imum costs as Oakbrook Park needs will be treated equally with 
other needs in the community as the City follows its capital im¬ 
provements processes. Like street lighting, these projects 
must follow routine City procedures which often require petition¬ 
ing, and implementation only upon later availability of funds. 

All areas in the City where residents request such improvements 
are handled in this manner. 

Utility costs are not reported here as they are paid for by 
the property owners and only after they request the improvements. 

All costs are for the date of report and have been appropriately 
inflated for the five-year summary.

C. Five Year Summary 

The items included here are those that there is a reasonable 
certainty will be incurred within five years of annexation. Police, 
fire protection, emergency medical service, solid waste collection, 
and traffic engineering are considered -essential for the health, and 
safety of the residents of the area. Street maintenance and the 
rental of fire hydrants are also automatic with annexation. Expen¬ 
ditures for intersection lights are also included, even though 
they have often been funded with Revenue Sharing. 


* Includes fringe benefits for additional personnel * 
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Additional lighting is not, as it is dependent upon petitioning 
or arterial improvements, and cannot be assigned to a five year 
summary. Street improvements on a residential street are not 
included, since they will be undertaken only with resident par¬ 
ticipation and petitioning. As explained earlier, arterial im¬ 
provements are not needed and collector improvements are not 
currently scheduled. Further development in the area will be 
required to include streets, sidewalks, and lights as needed.

'enues. It assumes an annexation date after March 1, 1979, 

and before December 31, 1979.

These estimates of expenditures and revenue will change with 
new development. These changes cannot be accurately forecast at 
this time. Certainly, costs will go up, but revenues will too, 

. - - there is no present reason to think that the ratio of expen¬ 
ditures to revenue will change significantly for the services in¬ 
cluded in the five-year summary. 

City property taxes will be assessed in 1980 and paid in 1981. 
Until revenue is received, the City budget will have to absorb, 
through several funds, the mid-year adjustment, and the regu¬ 
lar budgetary process, the£t expense. Still, at the end of five 
years, annual income wiircover costs and there will have been 
an estimated net gain of at least $6810. 
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Expenditures in the first year include solid waste collection, 
only. All other operating and capital costs are paid for the 
first time in the second year. In the third year and thereafter, 
the only costs are operational ones. All costs from the time 
of this report (1978) have an inflationary factor of 6.7% in¬ 
cluded. (Statistical Abstract of the U.S. Dept, of Commerce, 
Bureau of the Census, TABLE #700, p. 433, 1976.) If the area 
is annexed after March 1, 1979, the annexed area will not 
be assessed until 1980 and‘taxes would not be collected until 1981. 
The City of Fort Wayne expects an 8% increase in the Civil City's 
allowed levy in 1979. There will be no increase allowed in 1980. 
In 1981, the reassessment will take effect and an estimated in¬ 
crease of 10% is used. In 1982, and 1983, a conservative figure 
of 6% is used to determine revenues. These percentage increases 
are applied to the 1978 figure of $20,506 in property tax revenue. 

^ A first year cost of $10,280 was used to handle annexation 
effective on March 15, 1979. The solid waste cost is auto¬ 

matic with annexation effective in 1979. Otherwise, costs for 
the first year (operational only) could range as high as $10,280 
for an effective date of March 15, 1979. 


•SU>R*ARY AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


A. Indiana Annexation Statutes 


In order for the City sucessfully annex an area, the 
area must meet certain criteria set forth in Indiana 
Statutes, that define urbanized land, or, meet the fu¬ 
ture development criteria of the law. Oakbrook Park 
can be annexed under the future development provision. 

The Oakbrook Park area is currently 75% contiguous on 
its external boundaries to the City. Thus it would be 
a natural extension of the City limits. (State law 
requires 25% contiguity for future development annex¬ 
ations.) The area is presently 45% underdeveloped, 
and given current growth patterns and projections, 
is a likely area for development. Growth in this 
area is consistent with the County and City Plan Com¬ 
missions’ adjacent growth strategies, which promotes 
the efficient use of land and the efficient planning 
and delivery of urban services. 

As required by the State annexation statutes, the City 
must develop a fiscal plan to furnish the annexation 
territory within three (3) years, governmental and pro¬ 
prietary services. Common Council resolution S.-83-70 
sets forth a policy for doing so, and outlines the ser¬ 
vices involved as well as the basic constraints. The 
municipal services portion of this report describes,.in 
greater detail, the City’s plans for doing so. The 
Financial Summary shows the estimated costs and the 
financial impact upon the City. 

B. Fort Wayne’s Annexation Policy 

The Fort Wayne City Council has considered additional 
annexation criteria In addition to the Indiana Statutes. 

1. The area proposals for annexation must have a unity 
of interest with the municipality: 

1, The Oakbrook Park area contains recreational and 
commercial facilities that service the Fort Wayne 
area’s residents. In addition, the area appears 
to be a natural extension of the City’s growth, 
since the area is 75% contiguous to the corporate 
limits. 

2, The advantages to the proposed annexation must 
outweigh the disadvantages: 

Businesses and residents of the area would exper¬ 
ience an increase in taxes. This increase, however, 
would be partially offset by the provision of. muni¬ 
cipal services to the area, some of which^they already 
receive. Annexation is a benefit to the whole com¬ 
munity in providing a more equitable ta'x system and 
and enlargement of the tax base. 





3-, The advantages to the City must' outweigh the dis- 
' advantages: 

All projections indicate that the Fort Wayne urban¬ 
ized area is, and will continue to grow in the fore¬ 
seeable future. To insure that proper planning of 
needed additional municipal services is done thor¬ 
oughly and efficiently, annexation of the areas be¬ 
comes necessary. City resident’s pay city and county 
taxes which help to support services to the grow¬ 
ing urbanized county residents. Yet urban county 
residents do not pay City taxes to support the ser¬ 
vices that they are using. Therefore, annexation 
is a means for insuring that urbanites share equally 
in costs of urban services. 

4. The deficit of income against expense to the city 
must not be unreasonable: 

In annexing Oakbrook Park, the City would expect 
an annual income. The first five year income, 
revenue minus expenditures, totals $6,810 with an¬ 
nexation effective March 15, 197SL and totals‘$15,799 

with annexation effective December 31, ,1979. 

5, The City must desire to annex the area. 

The Oakbrook Park area is bordered by the City on 
the north, east, and south; therefore, it appears 
to be a logical extension to the City. The area 
has the potential for absorbing needed adjacent 
growth of the City of Fort Wayne. 

It is with careful thought and research that the 
Department of Community Development and Planning 
recommends that this area be annexed into the City 
of Fort Wayne, as it meets the established criteria. 
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WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana on May 10, 1977 referred a proposed 
annexation amendment to the Bill No. X-77-05-24; and, 

WHEREAS, the City Plan Commission reviewed such pro¬ 
posed ordinance and fiscal plan on .Sent. 26, 77 ; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Plan 
Commission does hereby recommend that such pro¬ 
posed ordinance DO PASS for the reasons that the 
advantages to the City would outweight the disad¬ 
vantages in that the City should continue to realize 
a normal, active growth from the stand point that 
normal development will take place around the City 
whether the City wants it or not. This annexation 
will be in the best interest of and a benefit to the 
area involved and of and to the city; and the annex¬ 
ation will not be detrimental to and does not con¬ 
flict with the overall city plan;
